MAULE SAU IS RUNNING 


W it h spring so near at hand, the maple sap has started to 
run. The writer noticed a sugar hush on the Mille Lacs road near 
the Indian Trading Post and the familiar sap buckets were at­ 
tached to the trees. 
This hush, it is reported, is owned by T. H. 
Croswell of Brainerd. 
The Mahlum sugar hush on Round Lake is one of the largest 
areas in this section and marks the historic section where the 
Chippewas under Chief Hole-in-the-Day were wont to gather the 
sap. 
In the early days the Indians caught the sap in birch bas­ 
kets and transferred it to the boiling camps where large kettles 
were kept steaming over open fires. 
The late Anton Mahlum installed a modern cooking plant, the* 
sap passing from pan to pan over a slow lire until eventually ii 
was boiled and clarified to the proper consistency. This work has 
been continued by his son, C. W. Mahlum, who in the height of 
the season employs six men. It keeps them busy. 
Last week, in 
the balmy weather, the sap started to run and 2800 pails were at­ 
tached to the trees. Yesterday, with the temperature at IO above 
early in the morning, the sap hibernated again. The annual out­ 
put at this Round Lake camp is about 800 gallons of maple syrup. 
It is a great delicacy and finds a ready sale at Brainerd aud 
adjacent summer resorts. Its purity and fine taste aru recognized 
by all connoisseurs.

In endured from

The war had Its beginning between 
the Protestant states of northern der- 
tunny and Austria. 
Within a few 
years 
it had extended until It 
Iii 
eluded, on one side, Austria, Spain, 
south Germany and France, and th e 
Protestant countries of Europe on the 
other. In 1018 Bohemia threw oft l»n* 
peritl authority. 
The North Germs!* 
states bud formed a union, and th is 
union took Bohemia’s part. Together 
they drove the Imperial tr o o p s fro m 
Bohemia and Invaded Austria up to 
tho very gates of Vienna. 
Theirs 
famine and bad weather forced them 
to halt nnd turn hack. 
The king of Bohemia became em­ 
peror of Germany under the title of 
Ferdinand FL 
The Bohemians hated 
him and asked the Elector Frederick 
V to rule them. 
Frederick was al­ 
ready head of the Union nnd was son- 
in-law of .Tames I of England. 
Ferdi­ 
nand made short work of his preten­ 
sions, for he utterly routed him ut 
WIssemherg, November 8. 1620, and at 
the same time crushed out Protestant­ 
ism In Bohemia. 
But the Union quickly recovered. 
With money donated by England, an 
army from Holland, and with King 
Christian IV of Denmark for ally, 
they again took the field. But the Im­ 
perial general, Wallenstein, heat them 
at Dessau, In 1620; while Ids associ­ 
ate, General Tilly, overcame King 
Christian and drove him back to his 
own territory. 
Wallenstein continued 
his conquests, annexing tho land of 
Ttenmark’s Mecklenburg allies, and 
sweeping on lo the Baltic. There the 
coast towns held out bravely against 
him, and he was superseded by Tilly. 
Tho latter besieged Magdebtirg, caph 
tai 
of 
Saxony, 
and, 
after 
seven 
months* fighting, took It. 
The most 
horrible butchery followed the cap­ 
ture of the city. 
Gustavus Adolphus, king of Sweden, 
hod won for himself the title "Tike 
Lion of the North." 
He had raised 
Sweden to a world poiver and had 
revolutionized her warfare. 
'Hi! had 
successfully 
Invaded 
Denmark, 
Po* 
land and Russia, and his name was a 
terror to Sweden's foes. Now he east 
In his lot with the Uulou; and, with 
the avowed purpose of protecting 
Protestantism In Germany, landed a 
Swedish army on the Pomeranian 
coast, June 24, 1630. 
fie was not 
wholly disinterested In this Invasion. 
Ile also desired to impede Austria's 
growing power and to establish Swed­ 
ish territory on the Baltic const 
In 
his plan to check Austria he was se­ 
cretly aided by France. 
No sooner had Gustavus Adolphus 
landed than he began to make his 
dominant presence felt. 
Ile defeated 
Tilly, near Leipsic, und, everywhere 
victorious, advanced 
on the lower 
Palatinate 
arid 
the 
Rhine 
towns. 
Tilly again opposed him In 1032, near 
the River Lech. 
“The Lion of the 
North" defeated and killed him nnd 
advanced 
on 
Munich. 
Wallenstein. 
with a mighty army, confronted Kin 
near Nuremburg nnd succeeded In re­ 
pulsing him. 
Gustavus retired Into 
Saxony. 
Wallenstein followed blin. 
The armies ntet at Lilt zen, November 
6, 1682, In a great battle. The Swedes 
won a decisive victory, hut at fearful 
cost for the gallant Gustavus Ad<)L 
phus was killed. 
Yet the death of this empire-chang­ 
ing general and king had the effect 
of maddening, Instead of dishearten­ 
ing, his troops. 
Hot for vengeance, 
‘the Swedes swept onward, rivaling 
the Austrians themselves in barbar­ 
ity. 
They laid waste all Bnvurla. 
Wallenstein was assassinated, but the 
emperor sent an army against tha 
Swedes, beating them at Nordllngen. 
September 0, 1634. After this setback, 
the German Union was quite ready 
for peace; but the Swedes would Bot 
hear of such a thing. They felt their 
slain king was not yet avenged. They 
devastated Saxony and Thuringia, de­ 
feated a German army at Breitenfeld. 
then thrashed Christian of Denmark, 
who had gone over to the emperor’s 
side. 
They followed up these suc­ 
cesses by winning victories over two 
more Imperial armies. 
France And England had by this 
time been drawn into the war as 
Sweden's allies, and Saxony and Ba­ 
varia were once more successfully, in­ 
vaded. 
The allies swept all before 
them. 
Ferdinand II was dead and 
his successor was only too eager to 
make terms of peace with the all-coo- 
quertng invaders. 
So, In 1648, ended the Thirty Years' 
war, and the sorely distressed Ger­ 
man states rested, exhausted and Im­ 
poverished, from their long struggle. 
The plain people were chief sufferers, 
literature, art. Industry—civilization 
Itself—were set back throughout all 
Germany. 
Barbarism, heavy taxes, 
stoppage of every refining and higher 
Influence, devastation of entire prov­ 
inces and wholesale slaughter of help. 
lets noncombatants had 
boe* the 
chief features of the struggle.

T 
HERE is something in the 
very air and appearance of 
Spring that makes us want 
to freshen up everything around 
us. 
The 
housewife 
turn* 
her 
attention 
to 
cleaning

decorating the inside of the home, 
while her husband takes a critical 
look at the outside, to see if it 
needs re-painting.

unsightly

If there are garden structures, 
t h e y must be re-painted, t o o , or 
they will look sadly out of harmony 
with the freshly painted house.

nutshell, 
was 
the 
famous 
“Thirty 
Years’ war.” 
Like most horrors of 
its sort and time, it had Its origin in 
religious disputes. 
In endured from 
1018 to 3048. 


The w ar had Its beginning between 
the Protestant states of northern Ger­ 
many 
and Austria. 
Within 
a few 
years it had extended until 
It 
in­ 
cluded, on one side, Austria, Spain, 
south Germany and France, and the 
Protestant countries of Europe on the 
other. 
In 1618 Bohemia threw off im­ 
perial authority. 
The North German 
states had formed a union, and this 
union took Bohemia’s part. 
Together 
they drove the Imperial troops from 
Bohemia and invaded Austria up to 
tho 
very 
gates 
of 
Vienna. 
There 
famine and bad w eather forced them 
to halt and turn back. 
The king of Bohemia became em­ 
peror of Germany under the title of 
Ferdinand II. 
The Bohemians hated 
him and asked the Elector Frederick 
V to rule them. 
Frederick was al­ 
ready head of the Union and was son- 
in-law of -Tames I of England. 
Ferdi­ 
nand made short work of his preten­ 
sions, for he utterly routed him at 
Wissemberg, November 8, 1020, and at 
the same time crushed out Protestant­ 
ism in Bohemia. 
But the Union quickly recovered. 
With money donated by England, an 
army from Holland, and with King 
Christian IV of Denmark for ally, 
they again took the held. But tile Im­ 
perial general, Wallenstein, beat them 
at Dessau, In 1020; while his associ­ 
ate, General 
Tilly, 
overcame 
King 
Christian and drove him bin k to his 
own territory. 
Wallenstein continued 
his conquests, annexing the land of 
"Denmark’s Mecklenburg 
allies, 
and 
sweeping on to the Baltic. 
T here the 
coast towns held out bravely against 
him, and he was superseded by Tilly. 
The latter besieged Magdebiirg, capi­ 
tal 
of 
Saxony, 
and, 
after 
seven 
months’ fighting, took it. 
The most 
horrible butchery followed the Cap­ 
ture of the city. 
Gustavus Adolphus, king of Sweden, 
had won for himself the title “T i* 
Lion of the North.” 
He had raised 
Sweden to a world poiver and had 
revolutionized her warfare. 
Ii KH 
successfully 
Invaded 
Denmark, 
Po* 
land and Russia, and his name was a 
terror to Sweden’s foes, 
Now he cast 
in his lot with the Union; and, with 
the avowed 
purpose 
of protecting 
protestantism in Germany, landed a 
Swedish 
army 
on 
the 
Pomeranian 
coast, Ju n e 24, 1030. 
n e was not 
wholly disinterested in this invasion. 
He also desired to Impede Austria’s 
growing power and to establish Swed­ 
ish territory on the Baltic const 
In 
his plan to cheek Austria he was se­ 
cretly aided by France. 


No sooner had Gustavus Adolphus 
landed than he began to make his 
dominant presence felt. 
He defeated 
Tilly, near Leipsic, and, everywhere 
victorious, 
advanced 
on 
the 
lower 
Palatinate 
and 
the 
Rhine 
towns. 
Tilly again opposed him In 1032, near 
the River Lech. 
“The Lion of the 
North” defeated and killed him and 
advanced 
on 
Munich. 
Wallenstein. 
with a mighty army, confronted hi li­ 
near Nuremburg and succeeded In re­ 
pulsing him, 
Gustavus retired Into 
Saxony. 
Wallenstein 
followed 
blin. 
The armies ntet at Batzen, November 
C, 3G32, in a great battle. The Swedes 
won a decisive victory, but at fearful 
cost for the gallant Gustavus Adol­ 
phus was killed. 


Yet the death of this empire-chang­ 
ing general and king had the effect 
of maddening, Instead of dishearten­ 
ing, his troops. 
Hot for vengeance. 
'th e Swedes swept onward, rivaling 
the Austrians themselves in barbar­ 
ity. 
They 
laid 
waste all 
Bavaria. 
Wallenstein was assassinated, but the 
emperor sent an army against the 
Swedes, beating them at Nordlingen, 
September 6. 1034. After this setback, 
the German Union was quite ready 
for peace; but the Swedes would not 
hear of such a thing. 
They felt their 
slain king was not yet avenged. They 
devastated Saxony and Thuringia, de­ 
feated a German army at Breltenfeld. 
then thrashed Christian of Denmark, 
who had gone over to th© emperor's 
aide. 
They followed up these suc­ 
cesses by winning victories over two 
more imperial armies. 


France nnd England had by thta 
time been drawn into Hie w ar aa 
Sweden’s allies, and Saxony and Ba­ 
varia were once more successfully. In­ 
vaded. 
The allies swrpt all before 
them. 
Ferdinand II was dead and 
his successor was only too eager to 
make term s of peace with the all-con­ 
quering invaders. 


So, in 1648, ended the Thirty Tears’ 
war, and the sorely distressed Ger­ 
man states rested, exhausted and Im­ 
poverished, from their long struggle. 
The plain people were chief sufferers. 
Literature, art. Industry—civilisation 
itself—were set back throughout all 
Germany. 
Barbarism, heavy taxes, 
stoppage of every refining and higher 
intluence, devastation of entire prov­ 
inces and wholesale slaughter of help 
less 
noncombatants 
had 
boon 
the 
chief features of the struggle.
